Besides  all  the  elections  and  primaries  he  had  to  conduct  last  year,  City  Clerk 
Kenneth  F.  Blandin  had  a lot  of  licenses  to  issue,  so  many  that  he  turned  over 
$7284.25  to  the  city  treasurer  and  $2681 .75  to  the  state  treasurer.  There  were 
dog  licenses,  fish  and  game  licenses,  marriage  licenses  and  the  usual  run  of  express, 
stores,  Sunday  permits  and  what  not. 

The  dog  licenses  brought  in  $4839;  the  fish  and  game  licenses  $3019.25  and 
other  types  of  licenses  and  fees  $2107.75. 

The  elections  business  was  brisk,  starting  with  Presidential  primary,  state 
primary,  state  and  national,  then  the  municipal  election.  And  there  was  the  ab- 
sentee voting  law,  with  hundreds  of  requests  for  ballots,  applying  to  both  the  state 
and  municipal  elections.

Handled  $1,113,496.15 

The  office  of  the  city  collector  handled  a total  of  $1.113,496. 15  during  1944. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  $58,477 .78  owed  to  the  city  on  account  of 
taxes  and  other  charges  this  being  one  of  the  smallest  totals  in  years.  The  out- 
standing debt  on  real  estate  taxes  was  $47,568.03  and  $3344,81  on  personal  taxes. 
All  but  $42  of  the  1944  poll  tax  total  was  collected.  Other  outstanding  charges 
included  $177 .88  on  excise  for  autos;  $3421 . 15  on  betterments;  $53.99  on  interest; 
$1404.82  on  water  rates;  $421.39  on  water  departmental  charges;  $611  on  ac- 
counts on  public  property;  $1420.47  on  welfare  accounts  and  $12  24  on  school  ac- 
counts. 

Sources  of  income  were  real  estate  $754,628,977;  personal  property,  $70,701.39, 
poll  taxes  $10,954  ; motor  vehicle  excise  $27,129 .50;  betterments,  including  side- 
walks. $9317.28;  interest,  $465.48;  water  rates,  $134,305 .01 ; welfare  $93,896 .41 ; 
water  department  charges,  $1547.76:  schools,  $4083.57;  health  department 
$2645.79;  public  property  $1086:  estates  of  deceased  persons,  $104.72;  soldiers’ 
relief  $8  30  ; recording  water  lien,  $1 ; interest  in  taxes  and  water  charges  $1651.65, 
costs  on  taxes  and  water  $969 . 32.

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Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Treats 
Record  Number  of  Patients;  150  Beds 


Sturdy  Memorial  hospital  has  become  a 150-bed  institution  rather  than  one 
with  116  patient  facitlities  for  treatment  and  care  of  the  sick  and  injured,  it  is  re- 
vealed in  the  annual  report  of  Miss  Gewndolyn  G.  Rice,  superintendent,  made  to 
the  hospital  trustees  and  board  of  managers  last  night. 

Opening  of  the  third  floor  of  the  hospital  main  building  has  added  16  private 
rooms  to  the  facilities  and  permitted  conversion  of  the  second  floor  private  rooms 
into  two-bed  rooms,  Miss  Rice  pointed  out.  In  this  way  the  hospital  was  able  to 
care  for  169  patients  between  last  March  1 and  December  31. 

Appreciation  of  the  great  assistance  given  to  the  hospital  by  volunteer  work- 
ers during  the  year  is  voiced  by  Miss  Rice,  who  points  out  that  without  it  the  situa- 
tion would  have  become  very  difficult  for  the  reduced  staff  which  has  given  numer- 
ous nurses  to  the  armed  forces. 

Ex-Mayor  John  W.  McIntyre  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  trustees,  taking  the 
place  of  the  late  Ernest  D.  Gilmore. 

Officers  for  the  year,  elected,  are  Harold  E.  Sweet,  persident;  Mrs.  Albert 
Remington  Carpenter,  vice  president;  Fred  L.  Wetherell,  treasurer;  and  Ralph  F. 
Perry,  clerk  and  assistant  treasurer.  The  board  of  managers  comprises  C.  Wal- 
lace Cederberg,  Victor  R.  Glencross,  William  J.  Luther,  Harold  E.  Sweet,  Samuel 
M.  Stone,  and  Edwin  F.  Thayer.

Finances  of  the  hospital  have  improved  greatly  in  the  past  year  as  a result  of 
some  generous  donations  by  manufacturing  Arms  and  individuals,  it  is  revealed  i.i 
the  report  of  the  board  of  managers  which  follows: 

“The  several  reports  of  our  32nd  year  of  operation,  submitted  herewith  show 
that  wre  cared  for  the  largest  total  of  cases  in  the  history  of  the  hospital  despite  the 
fact  that  wre  admitted  75  less  house  patients. 

“Without  taking  into  account  the  664  patient  visits  to  Dr.  Kuhns’  clinic,  all 
the  services  account  for  a total  of  6150  as  against  5747  in  the  preceding  year. 

“Financially,  we  came  as  near  breaking  even  as  seems  possible.  Our  receipts 
were  $1,73,881 .54  and  disbursements  totalled  $173,927.35. 

‘ UJuring  the  year  we  received  additions  to  our  permanent  funds  amounting  to 
$59,358  08,  and  for  the  third  year  in  succession  we  have  had  very  gratifying  sup- 
port from  industrial  concerns  in  the  area  we  served. 

“At  the  time  of  ‘going  to  press’  we  have  received  gifts  of  $28,000  in  response 
to  our  1914  solicitation,  making  a total  of  over  $79,000  received  from  industrial 
sources  in  the  past  three  years  as  the  result  of  a suggestion  of  a good  friend  of  the 
hospital  in  the  fall  of  1942. 

“$14,000  of  this  amount  was  applied  to  the  deficit;  $22,000  was  specified  for 
memorial  funds;  and  $43,000  is  being  held  in  the  Proposed  Plant  Addition  Account 
with  the  assurance  that  more  additions  will  be  made  thereto  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year.  , 
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Attleboro  s Net  Fire  Loss 
$2130,  Engineers  Report 

Fire  loss  in  1944  in  Attleboro  was  $30,316 .70,  with  insurance  compensation 
of  $28,180 . 70,  making  a net  loss  of  $2130  for  the  year. 

The  board  recommends  purchase  of  a new  sedan  for  the  assistant  chief  to  re- 
place a 1929  model  vehicle,  repairs  to  the  roofs  of  the  Union  and  South  Main  Street 
stations,  replacement  of  an  old  alarm  indicator  at  South  Main  Street,  with  a punch 
register,  1000  feet  of  two-inch  and  one-half  hose  replacement. 

Post-war  recommendations  include  replacement  of  old  apparatus,  a new 
building  for  the  fire  alarm  headquarters  and  new  equipment,  plus  remodelling  of 
the  South  Main  Street  station  to  eliminate  the  present  Union  Street  station. 

The  department  answered  570  calls  in  1944,  503  of  which  were  by  telephone 
and  60  by  box  alarm.  Ihere  were  285  brush  fire  calls  and  67  fires  in  buildings. 
On  26  calls  no  fire  was  found  and  24  times  the  department  members  effected  en- 
trance for  persons  locked  out  of  buildings.  Other  calls  include  38  for  dump  or  rub- 
bish fires;  24  for  oil  burner  equipment  trouble,  14  for  electric  wiring  and  devices; 
17  for  chimney  fires;  19  for  auto  fires. 

The  department  aided  Taunton  firemen  once  and  also  went  to  Seekonk  once. 
A total  of  29,450  feet  of  hose  was  laid  and  2435  feet  of  ladders  used.  Booster  tanks 
were  used  310  times  and  water  cans  941  times.  Pyrene  charges  were  used  20 
times  and  foam  three  times. 

There  were  many  unusual  calls  for  the  department.  Eight  times  they  put 
ropes  in  flagpoies.  Four  times  they  rescued  animals.  1 here  were  eight  false 
alarms.  Three  times  they  flushed  streets  or  building  surfaces.  There  was  one 
turnout  of  the  department  for  a celebration,  another  for  Hooding  a pond,  one  mili- 
tary call,  one  for  a broken  water  pipe,  three  for  automatic  sprinkler  trouble,  three 
for  bridge  trouble,  six  for  use  of  an  inhalator. 

Unusual  fires  include  two  in  railroad  cars,  two  in  sawdust,  three  in  lumber 
piles,  two  fences,  one  gasoline  blaze  and  one  haystack  blaze. 

Special  recommendations  for  this  year  would  cost  $3250,  including  $1500  for 
a new  sedan:  $200  for  new  punch  register;  $650  for  Union  Street  station  roof  and 
$600  for  roof  of  South  Main  Street  Station,  also  $300  for  an  emergency  caretaker 
at  the  Hebronville-Dodgeville  station. 

Budget  requirements  are  set  at  $73,222.50  for  present  salary  and  wages  ac- 
counts or  $87,913 . 75  if  full  strength  of  36  privates  and  five  lieutenants  is  attained. 
For  care  and  maintenance  of  equipment  the  engineers  ask  $7935  and  $4020  for 
other  expenses. 

The  board  expresses  thanks  to  the  mayor  and  council  members,  also  to  police, 
for  assistance  and  has  praise  for  the  officers  and  men  for  the  able  manner  in  which 
they  carried  out  duties.  Special  thanks  is  given  to  the  Fire  Police  of  Box  Nine 
club  and  to  Dr.  Dudley  B.  Tyson  for  responding  on  alarms  and  offering  his  services 
when  needed. 
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Dog  Officer  Reports  8000 
Miles  in  Peforming  Duties 

Dog  officer  Thomas  F.  Robinson  traveled  around  8000  miles  in  the  year  1944 
in  performing  his  duties,  he  records  in  his  annual  report  to  the  mayor  and  council 
under  December  1 dateline.  The  record  of  travel  means  that  the  official  went  on 
an  average  of  21  and  seven-eighths  miles  every  day  in  the  year  in  performing  his 
work. 

He  investigated  26  complaints,  removed  73  dead  dogs,  killed  94  under  statu- 
tory provisions  and  25  others  for  other  reasons,  and  also  boarded  94  dogs  at  various 
times  during  the  year. 

Attleboro  had  1928  licensed  canines  last  year  and  all  of  the  owners  appreciated 
them  so  that  the  dog  officer  did  not  have  to  conduct  any  prosecutions  for  failure 
to  pay  license  fees.  There  were  11  kennel  licenses  granted  providing  for  housing 
of  about  50  dogs. 

Thanks  are  expressed  in  the  report  to  Chief  Marron,  Charles  Brown,  S.  P.  C. 
A.  agent  and  Joseph  Finberg,  for  cooperation. 


117  Building  Permits  Issued 
On  Projects  Costing  $107,798 

The  building  inspector  issued  a total  of  177  building  permits  with  total  es- 
timated cost  of  the  work  involved  set  at  $107,798.  Additions  and  alterations 
drew  the  largest  expenditure,  60  permits  involving  $71,377,  with  72  shingling  jobs 
involving  an  outlay  of  $17,006. 

One  single-family  dwelling  permit  was  issued  with  cost  set  at  $1000.  There 
were  19  garages  constructed  to  cost  $7960  and  19  minor  buildings  were  estimated 
to  cost  $4155.  One  fire-repair  permit  was  issued  with  work  estimated  at  $6300.00 
Four  buildings  were  razed  and  one  moving  permit  granted. 

The  total  of  permits  dropped  off  46  from  the  1943  report  recording  223  with 
work  estimated  at  $144,539. 


Wiring  Inspector  Issues  Warning: 

Lighting  Fixtures  Not  Approved 

A warning  that  some  types  of  electrical  fixtures,  particularly  for  lighting,  are 
being  sold  and  installed  locally,  despite  the  fact  they  do  not  meet  with  state  or  in- 
surance underwriters’  approval,  is  contained  in  the  annual  report  of  William  S. 
King,  inspector  of  wires,  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  mayor  and  council. 

The  warning  applies  particularly  to  fluourescent  fixtures,  which  the  wire  in- 
spector says,  cause  intense  heat  and  constitute  a danger  to  property.  The  re- 
quirement of  a written  permit  from  the  inspector  for  any  work  on  electrical  fixtures 
in  buildings,  is  also  pointed  out.  During  the  past  year  the  inspector  issued  341 
permits  for  new  wiring  and  made  455  inspections.  A total  of  936  permits  for 
meter  changes  were  made  and  1284.  re-inspections  also  made.

The  war  recreation  committee  through  the  chaiiman  of  the  service  center, 
Airs.  William  A.  Blackburn,  today  made  public  its  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of 
Attleboro.  The  report  follows: 

“On  Alarch  13  we  celebrate  our  third  year  of  service  to  the  community  for  the 
boys  in  our  armed  forces.  When  the  center  first  opened  it  was  to  be  a homey 
snack  bar  but  as  time  passed  along,  real  food  was  brought  in  by  the  generous  and 
war-minded  women  of  this  and  neighboring  communities.  It  proved  such  a popu- 
lar place  with  the  boys  we  soon  were  serving  cakes,  pies,  doughnuts  and  sand- 
wiches and  often  nice  gelatine  dessert,  frankforts,  potato  salad  and  other  goodies  too 
numerous  to  mention. 

“The  girls  serving  the  food  have  been  most  patient  and  have  gone  out  of  their 
way  in  many  instances  to  do  the  nice  thing  for  a homesick  boy  who  has  not  seen 
sweet  corn  or  tomatoes  over  a period  of  time.  Ala  Fitton  would  go  and  procure 
the  desired  food  the  Ipoy  was  anxious  to  get  and  the  girls  would  fix  H up  and  we’d 
see  them  on  their  way,  happy  boys,  who  all  over  the  world  say  there  is  no  place 
in  the  U.  S.  A.,  even  our  own  hometowns  that  can  compare  with  Attleboro. 

“The  different  girls  service  clubs  and  auxiliaries  who  have  provided  the  host- 
esses have  been  very  faithful  in  giving  their  hours  in  the  evenings  and  Sundajrs 
have  been  taken  care  of  by  interesting  and  entertaining  young  ladies  for  which  we 
are  very  grateful. 

“I  would  like  to  mention  in  this  report  how  all  connected  with  the  center  were 
saddened  at  the  passing  of  Air.  Bowen,  boys  and  workers  all  miss  his  cheerful 
smile.  We  would  like  again  to  thank  the  following  for  their  generous  support  that 
makes  this  place  possible,  the  war  chest,  the  people  who  send  us  money,  the  church 
groups,  that  through  their  Sunday  school  classes,  see  there  is  food  there  every 
night,  a very  generous  lady  from  South  Attleboro  who  never  misses  a Saturday, 
with  some  goodies,  a lady  from  North  Attleboro  who  brings  two  apple  pies  every 
Sunday  morning  and  Airs.  Povey  and  Mrs.  Agnes  Phelan,  who  never  let  a Saturday 
go  by  without  nice  cookies  and  pies  and  last  but  not  least  Mrs.  Bessie  Brown  of 
the  canteen,  for  her  help  in  so  many  ways,  her  girls  for  their  loyalty,  the  Attleboro 
dun  for  its  cooperation,  when  we  have  needed  something  they  have  been  most  gen- 
erous in  helping  to  secure  it  via  the  White  Way. 

“If  I have  neglected  to  mention  any  one  or  group  kindly  forgive  and  remem- 
oer  that  but  for  your  efforts  we  could  not  possibly  be  successful. 

“It  might  be  interesting  to  note  that  50,000  boys  have  enjoyed  our  hospitality 
and  they  come  from  all  nearby  camps. 

“As  I finish  this  report  we  are  all  stunned  by  the  sudden  passing  of  Ala  Fitton 
whose  kind  words  and  deeds  have  been  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us  to  carry  on.  She 
will  be  missed  by  the  boys  all  over  the  world  who  became  acquainted  with  her  at 
the  center  and  corresponded  with  her.” 
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529  Given  Assistance  in 
Servicemen  s Rehabilitation 

The  Servicemen's  Rehabilitation  and  Reemployment  committee  which  was 
organized  last  May  has  filed  a report  on  its  activities,  through  Christopher  W.  Abe- 
Nary.  director,  showing  529  veterans  or  dependents  were  aided  in  filling  out  pa- 
pers ; 389  calls  were  made  to  homes  for  information  for  the  files ; 702  persons  called 
at  the  office  for  information  and  32  calls  were  made  at  homes  when  persons  asking 
aid  were  not  able  to  get  to  the  office. 

The  file  of  the  committee  contained  approximately  2000  names  at  the  end  of 
the  j^ear,  the  director  reports.

As  much  brush  was  cut  on  the  road  sides  as  possible  with  the  help  obtainable.

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Planning  Board  Favors  Two  New 
Streets;  Park  St.  Building  Line 

The  planning  board  in  its  annual  reoprt  to  the  mayor  and  city  council,  has 
submitted  five  recommendations  for  projects  deemed  beneficial  to  the  city  as  a 
whole,  besides  discussing  some  other  problems  w hich  may  be  considered  for  post- 
war projects. 

1 he  board’s  recommendations  are:  1 — a newr  street  adjacent  to  Hayward 
field,  connecting  North  Avenue  and  North  Main  Street;  2 — building  lines  on  Park 
Street,  Pleasant  to  Brook  Streets;  3 — a serious  study  of  reforestation  on  city- 
owrned  land;  4 — a strongly  urged  consideration  for  a new  street  in  the  rear  of  the 
post  office;  5 — the  need  of  a public  comfort  station,  something  that  has  been 
needed  and  has  been  pointed  out  as  desirable  by  the  board  for  a number  of  years. 
This  matter  has  been  recently  submitted  to  the  city  council  which  went  on  record 
in  favor  of  it. 

Ihe  widening  of  Bank  Street,  is  also  urged  by  the  board,  the  report  stating 
“A  matter  that  has  been  given  much  attention,  even  since  the  early  years  of  plan- 
ning in  this  city,  is  the  widening  of  Bank  Street.  A plan  was  prepared  by  the 
engineering  department  and  the  hearing  held  and  there  has  been  no  action  since. 
With  the  probable  post-war  building  changes  on  this  street  and  also  Park  Street, 
it  would  appear  that  the  time  element  for  some  action  is  highly  important.  We 
strongly  urge  prompt  consideration  of  this  important  project”. 

The  board  feels  that  the  zoning  law,  which  is  now  ih  its  third  year,  is  working- 
out  well,  adding  “However,  some  adverse  criticism  is  inevitable  and  we  are  most 
anxious  to  meet  and  discuss  and  advise  in  these  case  incidents.” 

The  board  states  that  one  particular  criticism  relative  to  the  zoning  ordinance 
is  that  there  are  not  enough  industrial  districts,  and  points  out  there  are  twTo  areas 
in  which  industrial  expansion  could  be  made,  citing  the  old  public  works  depart- 
ment yard  on  Forest  Street,  which  has  11  acres,  and  another  a.rea,  between  Tha- 
cher  Street,  and  the  Ten  Mile  river,  adjacent  to  the  railroad,  which  contains  3 7 
acres.  One  area,  off  Brook  and  Dunham  Streets,  was  converted  to  an  industrial 
district  through  action  of  the  board  last  year.  The  board  would  wrelcome  inquiries 
for  industrial  sites  and  other  problems  lying  within  the  scope  of  its  activities,  the 
report  states. 

Visitors  are  welcomed  at  the  headquarters  of  the  board  in  the  public  works 
department  office  at  city  hall,  to  make  any  inquiries,  the  report  states. 

The  board  is  headed  by  Joseph  Finberg,  chairman  and  includes  Robert  W. 
Mawney,  secretary;  Walter  A.  Cunningham,  C.  W.  Cederberg,  J.  Btirleigh  Moul- 
ton, Frank  L.  FBriggs,  and  Clifford  A.  Swanson.

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Supt.  Mawney  Pays  Tribute  to 
Loyal  Public  Works  Dept.  Employes 


In  a report  of  the  activities  of  the  public  works  department  for  1944  Supt. 
Robert  W.  Mawney  omitted  any  recommendations  for  the  current  year,  while 
extending  thanks  to  the  loyal  workers  in  his  depleted  force  who  made  possible  the 
maintenance  and  repair  of  existing  facilities  last  year.  The  department  spent 
$189,422.25  last  year. 

The  work  of  the  department  in  1944  included  spreading  17,000  gallons  of  tar 
and  44,000  gallons  of  asphalt  on  streets,  installation  of  600  feet  of  new  drainage; 
construction  of  1485  square  yards  of  granolithic  sidewalks  and  12,990  square  yards 
of  asphalt  walks,  also  setting  of  1500  linear  feet  of  curbing  and  resetting  of  7670 
Ret  of  the  same. 

Last  year  was  a newr  peak  for  water  consumption  here  with  574,862,000  gal- 
lons pumped,  a daily  average  of  1575,000  gallons.  It  was  necessary  to  pump  a 
lot  from  Orr’s  pond  due  to  the  drought,  114  million  gallons.  The  September 
hurricane  with  its  8,75  inches  of  rain  remedied  that  situation  and  the  reservoirs 
gradually  filled  again.  During  the  year  3100  feet  of  water  main  extension  was 
laid. 


The  city  accepted  four  new  streets  for  later  construction,  these  being  East, 
Yale,  Tufts  and  Angeline,  totalling  2238  feet  in  length.  Ellis  and  Fisher  Streets 
were  reconstructed  and  resurfacing  was  done  on  Bliss  Avenue,  Maple,  B'rook  and 
Clifton  Streets  and  Richardson  and  Rocklawn  Avenues.  Treated  with  tar  and 
asphalt  were  Pleasant,  North  Main,  County  and  Newport  Avenue,  Highland 
Avenue,  May,  West,  Park,  Thacher  and  Bank  Streets.  Some  others  were  treated 
with  peastone  or  asphalt  and  sand.  Drainage  pipes  were  laid  in  Brownell  and 
Dunham  Streets. 

There  were  seven  new  sewer  connections  made  during  the  year  bringing  the 
total  of  buildings  now  served  to  2238. 

The  streets  were  lighted  in  1944  with  1268  all  night  using  100  candle  power 
lights  plus  67  of  the  250  C.  P.  variety  and  33  of  the  1000  C.  P.  white  -way  lights. 
There  were  60  white  way  lights  used  from  sunset  to  1 1 :30  p.  m. 

The  department  spent,  for  highway  purposes  in  1944  a total  of  $29,325.77 
plus  $7800  for  repair  of  eqiuipment,  compared  to  $30,043  in  1943  and  $26,962  in 
1942. 

During  the  year  19  new  service  pipes  to  carry  water  were  installed  of  which 
17  were  to  dwellings,  one  to  a small  building  and  one  fire  service  line.  Eight  new 
hydrants  were  added  to  mains,  bringing  the  total  to  723.  The  city  has  total  mains 
of  82,71  miles  including  2984 .9  feet  added  last  year.  The  maximum  consumption 
of  water  was  reached  Friday,  August  1 1,  1944,  when  2,586,000  gallons  went  through 
the  mains  while  Sunday,  April  2,  1944  was  the  lowest,  906,000  gallons. 

Despite  the  so-called  drought,  the  year’s  total  of  precipitation  was  the  second 
highest  in  six  years,  at  45 . 55  inches  of  rain  and  26  inches  of  snow.  Only  1942  ex- 
ceeded it  with  46  83  of  rain  and  33 . 50  for  snow. 
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Public  Makes  More  Use  of  Park 
System,  Supt.  Anderson  Reports 


I here  with  submit  my  twentieth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Parks  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1944. 

Our  regular  work  of  maintaining  and  caring  for  Capron  Park,  Blackinton 
Park,  Angell  Park,  the  Common,  the  triangle  at  Iiebronville,  and  the  vegetable 
garden  and  thousands  of  little  trees  at  the  City  Infirmary  kept  the  men  busy  all 
season. 

The  swimming  pool  and  playground  had  an  increase  in  attendance  over  last 
year  but  mostly  smaller  children  due  to  the  war  and  war  work.  Children  woul  d 
come  to  the  Park  mornings,  bring  their  dinner  baskets  and  stay  all  day,  swim  and 
play  and  be  perfectly  safe  from  all  harm,  their  fathers  and  mothers  at  work. 

Ruth  Bassler  and  Kathleen  Brennan  gave  the  children  at  the  Park  eight 
weeks  of  supervision,  Miss  Bassler  handling  the  boys  in  baseball  and  the  girls  in 
softball  games,  Miss  Brennan  handling  most  of  the  swimming  activity,  and  both 
working  together  on  other  playground  games. 

The  Band  Concerts  were  well  attended  and  much  appreciated  by  all  the 
people  and  would  recommend  5 concerts  for  1945. 

Only  two  tennis  courts  were  in  use  this  year.  With  so  many  of  the  boys  of 
our  city  in  the  service  of  their  country  and  others  busy  on  war  work  there  were 
only  the  younger  girls  and  boys  that  had  time  to  play. 

The  people  of  Attleboro  are  fortunate  to  have  such  splendid  recreation  facili- 
ties as  Hayward,  Horton,  Finberg,  Briggs,  and  Capron  Park  playgrounds.  We 
should  all  be  grateful  to  those  who  have  given  so  freely  to  the  welfare,  health,  and 
happiness  of  the  children  of  our  city. 

In  the  twenty-eight  years  that  the  swimming  pool  at  Capron  Park  has  been 
in  use  thousands  have  learned  how  to  swim  there,  and  many  of  our  men  in  the 
service  owe  their  swimming  ability  and  possibly  their  lives  to  those  first  swimming- 
lessons  at  the  Park. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Park  Com- 
missioners for  their  help  and  cooperation  at  all  times,  also  to  the  playground  super- 
visors for  their  effort  in  promoting  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  children  at  the 
Park  playground.

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Appeal  Board  Urges  Contractors  Aid 
Building  Inspector  in  Enforcement 

A situation  in  which  numerous  reports  of  violations  of  the  local  building  and 
zoning  laws  are  cited,  and  with  a need  for  enforcement  through  a co-ordination  of 
1 ocal  agancies,  pointed  out,  is  reported  by  the  zoning  board  of  appeal  . 

“It  is  obvious  that  some  property  owners  are  attempting  to  circumvent  or 
disregard  both  the  building  and  the  zoning  ordinances.  It  is  also  obvious  that  the 
law  is  not  being  enforced. 

Last  year  the  board  held  16  meetings  and  nine  public  hearings,  granting  four 
permits  on  appeals  and  refusing  five  others.  Written  decisions  which  are  public 
records,  were  filed  on  each  case. 

The  Board  cites  the  alleged  violations  and  lack  of  enforcement  here  as  follows: 

“One  matter  demands  especial  attention.  During  the  past  jrear  the  Board  has 
received  numerous  reports  from  reliable  sources  concerning  the  construction  of 
new  buildings  and  the  alteration  of  existing  structures  without  required  permits. 
It  has  also  been  reported  that  premises  are  being  used  for  purposes  prohibited  by 
the  ordinance.  The  frequency  of  such  reports  has  increased  in  recent  months.  In 
some  cases  owners  have  applied  for  permits  only  after  the  contemplated  new  build- 
ings or  alterations  were  partially  completed.  It  is  obvious  that  some  property 
owners  are  attempting  to  circumvent  or  disregard  both  the  building  and  the  zon- 
ing ordinances.  It  is  also  obvious  that  the  law  is  not  being  enforced. 

‘‘The  Building  Inspector  is  the  enforcing  officer.  It  is  his  function  to  require 
that  every  builder  or  user  of  land  comply  with  the  exact  terms  of  the  law  Laxity 
in  enforcement,  however,  should  not  be  blamed  entirely  upon  the  present  incum- 
bent. He  has  only  a part-time  job.  The  zoning  ordinance  is  comparatively  new; 
and  no  procedure  for  enforcing  the  same  has  ever  been  formulated.  This  matter 
of  enforcement  requires  careful  consideration. 

“With  the  end  of  the  war  all  types  of  building  will  increase.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  board,  a full-time  building  inspector  will  then  be  required  if  the  building  and 
zoning  laws  are  to  be  properly  enforced. 

In  the  interrim  the  building  inspector  should  demand  and  receive  the  unselfish 
cooperation  of  the  city  solicitor,  the  police,  and  all  other  departments  of  the  muni- 
cipal government.  It  may  be  necessary  to  take  court  proceedings  against  certain 
recalcitrants.  The  building  inspector  should  also  obtain  the  cooperation  of  all 
contractors  and  builders.  They  can  render  valuable  assistance  by  refusing  to  un- 
dertake any  alterations  or  construction  work  until  required  permits  have  been  is- 
sued. They  should  explain  to  property  owners  that  it  is  unsafe  and  sometimes 
costly  to  proceed  with  such  work  until  permits  have  been  obtained. 

“Moreover,  in  the  interim  the  board  will  listen  sympathetically  to  requests 
for  variances  and  special  exceptions  if  such  requests  can  be  granted  without  detri- 
ment to  the  rights  of  adjoining  owners  or  of  the  public.  The  board  will  insist, 
however,  that  all  applications  came  before  it  with  clean  hands.  Those  who  do  not, 
have  no  right  to  expect  sympathetic  consideration. 

“Finally,  the  public  should  realize,  notwithstanding  some  sniping  by  those 
who  selfishly  seek  to  do  as  they  like  regardless  of  the  rights  of  others  or  of  commun- 
ty  welfare,  that  zoning  is  a sound  and  progressive  step  in  social  evolution.  It  em- 
braces safety,  comfort,  health,  beauty,  and  other  social  principles.  Adherence  to 
its  reasonable  requirements  over  a sufficiently  long  period  of  time  will  most  certain- 
ly result  in  abundant  returns  to  the  individual  property  owner  and  the  community. 
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Police  Report  Shows  They  Recovered 
$14,526  Worth  of  Stolen  Property 

The  annual  report  of  the  Police  Department  reveals  that  the  police  investi- 
gated 723  complaints  during  1944  and  prosecuted  on  514  actions  before  the  dis- 
trict court.  Property  valued  at  $15,590  was  stolen  here  during  the  year,  but 
police  recovered  $14,526  worth,  leaving  a balance  unrecovered  of  $3064.  In  addi- 
tion police  recovered  property  valued  at  $7130  here  for  other  police  departments. 

Automobile  accidents  decreased  last  year,  with  a total  of  199,  of  which  60  re- 
sulted in  personal  injury,  and  six  in  death  for  persons  involved.  There  were  59 
cases  in  which  only  property  damage  resulted. 

During  the  year  the  department  registered  a total  of  2318  bicycles  in  the  city, 
under  a new  law. 

The  FBI  was  assisted  by  local  officers  in  investigation  of  82  cases  during  1944. 

Praise  for  accomplishment  of  an  outstanding  bit  of  work  is  given  to  Inspector 
Howard  O’Hare  and  Patrolmen  Raymond  Gazzola  and  Eugene  LaCroix  in  citing 
the  most  serious  crime  recorded  during  the  year.  The  crime  concerned  an  attack 
on  a 10-year-old  girl  last  March  16,  with  the  only  clew  being  an  automobile  de- 
scribed as  grey  and  bearing  Rhode  Island  plates.  The  thorough  work  of  the  offi- 
cers concerned  resulted  in  arrest  in  Portland,  Oregon,  of  a man  who  was  brought 
here  by  the  two  patrolmen  named,  and  sentenced  to  12  to  15  years  in  prison  on 
last  November  15th. 

There  were  13  complaints  for  breaking,  entering  and  larceny  during  the  ypar 
with  nine  defendants  bqing  brought  to  court.  1 here  were  90  complaints  regarding 
larcenies  and  17  defendents  prosecuted  in  court.  Fifteen  automobiles  were  stolen 
here  during  the  year. 

Arrests  for  the  year  totalled  353  males  and  47  females. 

Chief  cause  of  arrest  was  drunkenness,  131  males  and  five  females.  Drunken 
driving  came  next,  38  males  and  six  females  and  negligent  driving  prosecutions 
totalled  43,  two  being  females.  There  were  22  complaints  for  assault  and  battery ; 
22  concerning  neglected  children;  16  of  neglect  to  provide  for  families;  17  for  lar- 
ceny; 14  for  delinquency;  14  for  disturbance  of  the  peace. 

More  serios  complaints,  in  smaller  numbers,  included  four  for  abortion,  one 
for  assault,  four  for  assault  to  rape,  one  for  carrying  a concealed  weapon,  six  for 
violation  of  the  morals  law  by  speech  and  behaviour  and  two  for  polygamy.  Four 
persons  were  prosecuted  for  being  present  at  gaming.  Four  men  were  held  as 
tramps  or  vagrants. 

Besides  the  arrests  there  were  42  persons  summonsed  for  over-speeding  and 
24  for  unlicensed  driving;  10  for  driving  unregistered  cars  and  11  for  leaving  the 
scene  of  accidents  after  causing  property  damage.  The  total  of  summonses  for  all 
motor  vehicle  law  violations  was  114. 

The  department  issued  53  no-fix  tags  and  had  53  drivers  suspended,  plus  33 
revoked.  Licenses  were  eventually  returned  to  62  persons.  There  were  13  cases 
of  registrations  revoked  on  local  complaints  and  only  one  returned. 

Patrolmen  made  out  615  buff  cards  concerning  motor  vehicle  law  violations 
and  warnings  were  issued  in  521  of  these  cases. 

A total  of  61  hawkers  and  peddlers’  registrations  were  issued. 
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Of  the  auto  accidents  40  were  collisions  between  vehicles  with  46  persons  in- 
jured. Twelve  bicycle  riders  were  injured  and  16  pedestrians  hit,  three  being  fa- 
tally hurt.  Five  autos  hit  poles  causing  injury  to  10  persons  and  four  hit  trees, 
only  one  being  hurt  in  these  mishaps. 

Praise  is  expressed  for  cooperation  by  the  Misses  Olive  Nerney  of  the  proba- 
tion department  and  Olive  McKinnon  of  the  MSPCC  in  investigating  and  assisting 
in  adjusting  numerous  cases  involving  neglected  children  and  domestic  troubles. 

Gratitude  is  expressed  also  to  Ex-Mayor  McIntyre,  the  city  council,  J;udge  Estes 
and  associates,  Probation  Officer  Newell  B.  Vickery,  the  Auxiliary  Civilian  De- 
fense police  and  the  press. 

The  replacement  of  three  present  cruisers  and  one  motor  cycle  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible was  recommended. 


Net  Cost  of  Public  Welfare  to 
Attleboro  $70,033  in  1944 

The  net  cost  of  public  welfare  department  expenditures  to  the  city,  for  1944, 
was  $70.033. 12.  compared  to  an  appropriation  of  $166,038.69.  Total  expenditures 
by  the  department  during  the  year  were  $256,831 .31  with  Federal  contributions 
reducing  the  city’s  outlay  to  $163,929.53.  There  was  a balance  of  $3481 . 17  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  There  was  reimbursement  from  the  state,  cities  and  towns  of 
$93,896.41  which  went  into  the  city  treasury,  not  going  back  to  the  department 
directly.  This  left  the  net  cost  at  slightly  over  $70,000 . 

The  outside  relief  account  expenditures  were  $34,994 .30  of  which  $23,334 . 13 
was  distributed  in  the  form  of  weekly  cash  to  persons  in  need,  the  remainder  being 
for  rent,  clothing,  fuel  and  medical  bills.  Salaries  totalling  $8481.37  were  paid 
but  the  Federal  Government  contributed  $4492.34  of  this.  Administration  costs

Aid  to  dependent  children  totalled  $26,914.84  with  Federal  contributions  of 
$9116 . 52.  Expenditures  for  Old  Age  were  $1 78,714 . 76  with  FVderal  contribution 
of  $79,101  .73. 

The  City  Infirmary  expenditures  were  $6518.42,  with  a balance  of  $1511 .58. 


License  Commission  Granted 
59  Permits;  Receipts  $10,042 

The  municipal  license  commission  brought  the  city  $10,042.50  in  funds  for 
h censes  granted  during  1 944.  A total  of  59  licenses  were  granted  during  the  year. 
There  are  27  common  victualer  licenses  with  assessment  of  $2.50  each  and  five 
lodging  houses  which  pay  $2  each  for  a license.  The  board  granted  seven  one-day 
licenses  for  alcoholic  beverages  at  $5  each. 

Fees  for  all  alcoholic  beverage  licenses  are  innholder,  $500;  Class  A restaur- 
ant, $450;  Class  B.  $450;  taverns  $300;  package  stores  $450;  fraternal  clubs,  $250; 
wine  and  malt  beverage  innholder  license  fee  is  $300  and  restaurants  $200.  Sea- 
sonal club  licenses  are  $100, 
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Public  Library  Circulation 
Increased  11,770  During  1944 

A review  of  the  work  of  the  public  library  for  1944  by  Lucille  Cavender, 
librarian,  recalls  the  handicap  of  a personnel  shortage,  due  to  absence  of  workers, 
caused  by  government  service  assignments  and  illnesses.  Appreciation  is  ex- 
pressed for  the  patience  shown  by  the  public  in  accepting  delays. 

A tot’al  gain  of  11,770  volumes  circulated  as  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
reflects  increasing  use  of  branches  and  school  libraries.  There  were  583  new 
borrowers  registered  during  the  year,  319  of  them  adults. 

Four  branches  are  open  one  day  weekly  but  hours  are  unsatisfactory  and 
many  employed  persons  are  not  free  to  visit  them  during  the  day  and  increased 
facilities  are  recommended. 

A gain  of  171  was  noted  at  the  Hebron ville  branch  and  the  library  class 
periods  of  Finberg  school  have  been  lengthened  a half  hour. 

It  was  the  20th  year  for  the  South  Attleboro  branch  and  circulation  there  in- 
creased 1513  over  the  previous  year. 

At  the  Washington  branch  circulation  increased  500  volumes  and  new  regis- 
trations numbered  52. 

The  Tiffany  branch  has  a collection  of  1647  books  and  circulated  8791  books, 
of  which  7148  of  them  children’s  books.

Assessors  Report  Tendency  to  Erect 
Buildings  Without  Permit  from  City 

“There  is  an  ever-growing  tendency  to  erect  buildings  without  a building  per- 
mit and  some  method  should  be  devised  to  check  on  all  buildings  under  construc- 
tion to  find  if  the  necessary  permit  has  been  granted”. 

Need  for  additonal  plats  to  facilitate  the  valuing  of  land  is  also  pointed  out, 
“Assessors  plats  are  a real  necessity  in  the  valuing  of  land  and  should  be  provided 
for  the  sections  of  which  there  are  none,  at  the  first  opportunity”. 

The  City  of  Attleboro  includes  property  having  a total  valuation  of 
$34,962,770,  this  including  both  taxable  and  non-taxable  values.  The  tax  rate 
of  $28.50  per  $1000  of  valuation  last  yeqr  was  determined  on  the  basis  of  figures 
showing  taxable  real  estate  valued  at  $26,385,125  and  personal  property  valued  at 
$2,510,555.  There  is  non-taxable  real  estate  valued  at  $4,130,150  and  non-tax- 
able personal  property  of  $1,488,465. 

City,  state  and  county  appropriations  in  1944  totalled  $1,367,448 .22.  There 
were  estimated  receipts  of  $528.027 .82  and  polls  of  $15,864 .40  leaving  the  total  to 
be  raised  on  property  here  at  $823,526.88.  This  included  a return  of  $29.52  on 
overestimate  for  state  parks. 

There  were  7749  persons  assessed  on  property;  7923  on  poll  tax.  The  num- 
ber of  dwellings  assessed  was  4236  and  the  total  of  acres  of  land  assessed  was  15,000 

The  average  tax  on  motor  vehicles  owned  here  was  $4.72  last  year  with  the 
average  value  set  at  $140.  A tbtal  of  5793  motor  vehicles  were  assessed  in  Attle- 
boro. 
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Superintendent  of  Schools  Reports 
3121  as  Average  Membership 

In  his  second  annua!  report,  the  60th  in  the  series  of  annual  reports  of  the 
superintendents  of  this  city,  Superintendent  Ernest  F.  Forbes  reports  3273  as  the 
total  enrollment  of  different  pupils  in  the  local  schools;  average  membership,  3121 ; 
average  daily  attendance  2862  with  92  as  the  per  cent  of  attendance  during  the 
year  1943-1944.  The  school  census,  taken  October,  1944  was  408  children  be- 
tween the  ages  of  five  and  seven  and  2362  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  16, 
making  a total  of  2770. 

The  total  number  of  different  pupils  enrolled  from  1943  to  1944  was  3273; 
daily  average  membership  3121;  average  daily  attendance,  2862  and  per  cent  of 
attendance  for  the  period,  92  per  cent. 

From  an  average  membership  of  893  from  September,  1933  to  June,  1934,  to 
the  period  from  September,  1934,  to  June  1944  with  966  there  was  a loss  of  197  in 
the  high  school.  During  the  same  period,  the  average  membership  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools  dropped  from  3263  to  2425,  making  a total  of  838.  Average  member- 
ship from  the  period  of  September  1933  to  June,  1934,  in  all  schools  dropped  from 
4156  to  3121  with  a loss  of  1035  or  25  per  cent  during  the  10  year  period. 

The  population  census,  during  the  10  year  period  from  1930  to  1940,  increased 
from  21,769  to  22,071. 

Ninety-five  percent  of  the  pupils  in  the  local  schools  write  as  well  as  they  are 
expected  to  write,  according  to  a summary  of  penmanship  awards  from  1943  to 
1944,  only  107  pupils  did  not  hold  a penmanship  award  for  the  grade  they  were 
n;  but  that  2193  pupils  did  hold  grade  awards  or  higher  in  June,  1944. 


Report  of  High  School  Principal 

Freeman  Hall,  Jr.,  in  his  second  annual  report  as  acting  principal  of  the  Attle- 
boro High  School  combines  his  subject  matter  under  10  headings:  Enrollment; 
Enrollment  by  curriculum,  December  1944;  Follow-up  of  the  graduating  class  of 
1944;  Extra-curricular  activities;  Staff  changes;  Guidance:  Innovations  and 
notes  regarding  various  departments;  Athletics;  Music  and  the  Cafeteria. 

Under  Enrollment,  the  average  enrollment  for  the  month  of 
September,  1944,  was  743,  including  eight  post-graduates,  199  seniors,  1.36  juniors, 
213  sophomores  and  267  freshmen.  This  was  an  increase  over  the  year  1943, 
due  somewhat  to  the  “back  to  school”  movement  sponsored  in  this  city  of 
giving  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  city  the  maximum  amount  of  education  rather  than 
having  them  absorbed  in  industry  before  this  could  be  accomplished. 

Plnrollment  by  curriculum  was  716  in  December  1944;  199  in  the  college 
course  composed  of  24  seniors,  49  juniors,  64  sophomores  and  62  freshmen;  tech- 
nical course  with  56  including  eight  seniors,  12  juniors,  nine  sophomores  and  27 
freshmen;  commercial  course  with  244,  composed  of  44  seniors,  42  juniors,  55 sopho- 
mores, and  103  freshmen.  The  manual  arts  had  94,  composed  of  14  seniors,  12 
juniors,  30  sophomores  and  38  freshmen:  household  arts  with  20.  including  three 
juniors,  seven  sophomores,  and  10  freshmen;  civic  arts  with  103  including  25 
seniors,  14  juniors,  38  sophomores  and  26  freshmen. 
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Of  the  156  graduates  from  the  high  school  in  the  class  of  1Q44,  46  entered 
higher  institutions  of  learning,  29  different  institutions  receiving  members  of  the 
class,  Bryant  College,  with  five  and  Sayles  Memorial  and  Sturdy  Memorial  hos- 
pitals, each  admitting  four,  being  the  only  schools  taking  more  than  two  of  the 
graduates.  Sixtv-three  of  the  class  entered  industry;  five  are  at  home  and  two, 
married. 

Of  the  extra-curricular  activities,  the  following  clubs  and  organizations  have 
been  represented;  Student  Council,  Blue  Owl  and  Tattletale,  Press  Club,  Senior 
Play,  German  Club,  Sketch  Club,  French  Club,  Junior  Red  Cross,  Library  club 
and~  Tri-Y.  The  Student  Council  among  other  activities  planned  the  drive  during 
the  sixth  war  bond  drive  and  collected  §17,500  through  the  high  school.  Lender 
direction  of  Miss  Jessie  Pithie,  the  group  has  sold  war  stamps  totalling  §14,546 . 35 
since  September,  1944 

Under  staff  changes,  one  member  of  the  faculty  resigned  during  the  past  year, 
Chandler  Richmond,  head  of  the  English  department  who  left  because  of  poor 
health.  He  was  succeeded  by  Arthur  Newcomb,  who  has  carried  on  the  work  as 
department  head  and  Blue  Owl  adviser.  At  present  an  English  outline,  covering 
the  minimum  requirements  for  the  four  years  of  high  school  work  has  been  drawn 
up  and  is  under  discussion, 

The  Guidance  program,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Jessie  Graves  and  Harry 
Cooper,  for  the  duration  is  four-fold  consisting  of  personal  interviews,  testing,  job- 
placement  and  gathering  and  disseminating  vocational  information,  and 
after  the  war,  post-graduate  follow-ups  and  job  analysis  of  the  alumni,  properly  a 
fifth  phase  completing  the  guidance  program,  will  be  resumed. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  among  other  things,  that  approximately  57% 
of  the  pupils  work  after  school  hours,  in  the  senior  class,  the  percentage  being  80. 
Nearly  25%  of  the  freshmen  and  sophomores  who  work,  devote  more  than  25  hours 
per  week  to  their  outside  work  while  only  2%  of  the  working  seniors  work  that 
many  hours.  The  largest  percentage  of  upperclassmen  work  in  shops  and  factor- 
ies, whereas  the  majority  of  the  underclassmen  work  in  the  store-clerical  field, 
which  includes  newsboys.  Twenty-seven  percent  of  the  senior  class  is  already 
working  in  office  jobs. 

Under  the  Innovations  and  notes  regarding  various  departments, 
are  Retail  Salesmanship  with  Miss  Helen  McCormick  as  instructor  and 
25  pupils  enrolled;  Practical  experience  for  office  practice  group,  an  experi- 
ment for  the  senior  shorthand  class  when  16  businessmen  in  the  city  agreed  to  have 
a pupil  spend  one  day  a month,  In  his  office:  the  Art  department  with  emphasis  on 
the  Jewerly  designing  course  given  to  create  an  interest  in  artistic  handicraft  and 
in  an  important  industry,  the  course  introduces  the  student  to  the  required  special 
aptitudes  needed  in  the  field  of  jewelry. 

Included  in  this  classification  is  the  Science  department  and  the  Manual  Arts 
departments 

Under  Athletics  Acting  Principal  Hall  reviews  the  basketball,  baseball  and 
football  teams. 

George  S.  Chase,  successor  to  John  Laing  Gibb,  has,  continued  the  muiscal 
activities,  and  Alfred  Zambarano  has  maintained  the  high  standard  of  the  band, 
which,  with  Earl  Bassett  as  drillmaster,  put  on  a splendid  marching  exhibition  at 
the  Thanksgiving  day  football  game. 

During  the  past  school  year,  the  cafeteria  has  tried  at  all  times  to  serve  a well- 
balanced  meal  and  nourishing  sandwiches  and  has  continued  the  penny  milk  pro- 
gram. 

He  says  in  closing: 

“Once  again  our  young  men  in  the  senior  class  are  faced,  not  only  with  the 
problem  of  entering  a branch  of  the  service  for  which  they  are  best  suited,  but  fre- 
quently with  the  problem  of  remaining  in  school  long  enough  to  receive  a war  time 
diploma.  Hand  in  hand  with  the  question  of  military  service  goes  the 
question  of  physical  fitness:  and  I feel  certain  that  a comprehensive  program  for 
this  will  be  developed  in  the  immediate  future.” 
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Report  of  Jewelry  Trade  School 

Mr.  Ernest  F Forbes,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

T herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Jewelry  Trade  School  for  1944 

A pre-induction  course  started  in  March  and  continued  until  the  close  of 
school  June.  30th.  Ten  pupils  enrolled,  seven  finished  the  course,  and  three  left 
to  enter  the  armed  forces. 

School  reopened  September  6th  with  an  enrollment  of  thirty-six.  Six  more 
students  registered  and  four  dropped  out.  The  enrollment  at  present  is  thirty- 
eight. 

A course  in  electric  refrigeration  was  started  in  June.  This  class  met  two 
nights  a week  (3  hours  each  night)  all  summer.  Another  was  started  in  Septem- 
ber and  is  still  meeting. 

The  pre-induction  course  has  an  enrollment  of  five  at  present.  Eighteen 
additional  High  School  boys  are  receiving  shop  training  in  the  afternoon. 

Physics  for  juniors  and  seniors  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum.  Mr.  Cod- 
ing is  the  instructor. 

The  School  Committee  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  decision  to  have  the 
Trade  School  follow  the  regular  school  calendar.  This  has  had  a beneficial  effect 
on  the  morale  of  the  students  and  the  prestige  of  the  school.

School  Physician  Raps  Lack  of 
Tiffany  School  Sewer  System 

Citing  one  local  condition  which  he  deems  a challenge  to  the  sanitary  intelli- 
gence of  the  city,  Dr.  H.  G.  Vaughan,  school  physician,  points  out  in  his  annual 
report  that  at  Tiffany  school  there  has  existed  for  more  than  30  years  a situation 
whereby  sewage  is  disposed  of  through  local  cesspools,  and  that  the  whole  County 
Heights  area  is  without  municipal  sewage  facilities.  Correction  of  this  situation 
should  become  a major  post-war  project,  Dr.  Vaughan  declares. 

Dr.  Vaughan  finds  that  the  average  physical  health  of  Attleboro  school  child- 
ren, in  all  districts,  is  excellent.  He  urges  renewal  of  the  physical  training  pro- 
gram in  the  high  school,  pointing  out  that  only  a few  pupils  those  who  engage  in 
competitive  sports,  get  any  benefit  at  present.  Adequate  gymnasium  facilities  and 
a program  of  training  for  all  students  should  be  required  in  the  high  school  Dr. 
Vaughan  urges. 

His  report  to  the  health  of  school  children  of  the  city  is  as  follows: 

“The  physical  mental  and  emotional  health  of  the  school  child  is  the  most  im- 
portant factor  in  the  development  of  the  pupil  and  in  preparing  him  to  cope  with 
the  problems  and  responsibilities  of  citizenship.  Your  school  physician  has  de 
voted  his  thoughts  and  activities  toward  that  end  during  the  year. 
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“The  school  physician  does  not  treat,  and  in  most  cases  does  not  give  a diag- 
nosis of  a physical  condition  or  handicap  of  the  individual  pupil,  but  acts  rather 
as  an  adviser  on  his  health  problems  as  well  as  in  the  general  school  life  It  has 
been  his  deisre  and  aim  to  develop  where  it  does  not  exist,  and  to  foster  in  all  cases 
a closer  relation  between  the  family  of  the  students  and  their  family  physician 
believing  this  is  one  of  the  weaknesses  of  our  community  life.  A too  large  propor- 
tion of  our  pupils  report  that  they  have  no  family  physician. 

“During  the  school  year  ending  in  June  all  of  the  pupils  in  the  grammar 
grades  were  examined  and  their  eyes  and  ears  tested.  The  detai  s of  that  work 
are  given  in  the  school  nurse’s  report. 

“Beginning  in  September  a different  program  of  physical  examination  was 
started  Instead  of  examining  the  children  in  a.  ! the  grammar  grades  and  leaving 
out  the  high  school,  we  are  examing  those  of  the  first,  fourth  and  seventh  grades  of 
the  grammar  school,  and  the  freshmen  and  juniors  of  the  high  school.  There  are 
a number  of  reasons  why  this  method  is  thought  to  be  much  better  than  the  one 
previously  used  It  gives  us  a better  check  on  the  entire  school  life  of  the  pupil 
and  it  distr  butes  more  even:y  the  emphasis  on  the  importance  of  the  health  of  the 
student,  and  keeps  it  before  him,  h s fami  y,  liss  teacher,  and  the  community. 
The  need  of  this  emphas.s  is  great. 

“It  is  the  impression  of  your  school  physician  after  the  year’s  work  with  the 
entire  student  body,  that  the  average  physical  health  01  the  Attleboro  student  of 
all  nationalities,  and  from  all  the  different  districts  of  the  city,  is  exce-lent.  One 
of  the  most  important  divisions  of  the  curriculum  of  any  school  program  is  that 
of  health  education  and  physical  training.  In  this  department  there  is  much  need 
for  improvement,  but  the  greatest  immediate  need  is  that  of  physcal  training  in 
the  high  school,  Unfortunately  all  physical  training  in  the  high  school  was  dis- 
continued a number  of  years  ago  except  in  the  selected  group  of  competitive  ath- 
letics. It  s hoped  that  in  the  very  near  future  Attleboro  may  bring  itself  abreast 
with  modern  high  schools  of  the  country  in  furnishing  adequate  gymnasium  facili- 
ties, and  physical  training  for  all  the  pupils,  and  make  it  a required  subject. 

“The  sanitation  of  the  Attleboro  schools  was  considerably  improved  by 
the  repair  work  done  in  the  past  summer.  A great  need  in  this  department  is  the 
connection  of  the  Tiffany  school  with  the  city  sewage  s}'stem.  For  over  30  years 
the  sewage  outlet  of  this  large  school  has  been  inadequate  local  cesspools.  The 
whole  Lonicut  area  is  likewise  without  sewage  connection  and  the  correction  of 
this  situation  would  make  a major  post-war  project.  It  should  be  done,  and  it 
can  be  done.  It’s  continuance  is  a reflection  on  the  sanitary  intelligence  of  Attle- 
boro.” 


School  Nurse  Reports  Progress  in 
Field  of  Health  Education 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Wendell,  R N.  school  nurse,  says  in  her  annual  report  to  the 
school  superintendent  that  progress  has  been  made  n the  fie.d  of  health  education 
through  several  sources:  the  Massachusetts  Vision  test  and  the  Audiometer  test 
being  given  w th  a definite  improvement  noted  in  both  testing  and  results  each 
school  pupil  having  one  of  these  tests  each  year.  The  tests,  she  says,  are  merely 
a screening  process  with  no  attempt  being  made  at  diagnosing,  this  being  left  to 
t.ha  femi  y physician  and  specialist. 
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Mrs  Wendell  gives  the  following  findings  in  the  annual  physical  examinations 
as  follows.  231  examined;  160  free  of  defects;  378  deceased  tonsils;  51  heart  mur- 
murs, only  a.  comparatively  small  number  of  defects  be  ng  corrected.  A more 
thorough  fo  low-up  program  m ght  impress  upon  the  parents  through  personal 
contact  the  importance  of  correcting  these  defects  as  early  as  poss  bie,  she  says. 

Mrs  Wendeli  g ves  the  following  figures  as  the  resuit  of  the  eye  and  ear  tests: 
Massachusetts  Vision  test  given  in  six  schools,  1584  examinations;  232  or  14%  no- 
tices sent  out,  52  notices  signed  and  returned;  36  procured  new  glasses.  Five 
schools  were  visited  for  the  audiometer  tetss  which  were  given  to  1282;  160  or  12% 
notices  were  sent;  62  notices  w'ere  signed  and  returned  ; 18  seen  by  family  physician. 
The  small  number  of  notices  returned  showed  a lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
parents,  she  says. 

Mumps  and  measles  presented  the  major  communicable  disease  in  the  schools 
during  the  last  year,  she  says,  chicken  pox  being  third.  Fewer  cases  of  whooping 
cough  occurred  during  the  year  and  only  12  school  children  had  scarlet  fever. 
One  case  of  meningitis  occurred  last  March. 

During  the  month  of  January,  1 944,  the  school  nurse  carried  out  the  work  of 
attendance  officer,  pending  a new  appointment,  and  since  then  special  cases  have 
been  investigated  wherever  the  need  for  medical  social  work  seemed  necessary. 

During  the  year,  1944,  Mrs.  Wendell  reports  investigating  174  cases,  the 
largest  number  being  37  in  January,  when  she  first  took  over  this  type  of  work. 
Twelve  working  cards  were  issued  during  the  past  year;  25  home  permits  given; 
71  truants  and  delinquents  investigated;  43  cases  of  illness;  13  neglect  cases  and  10 
special  cases  investigated  during  1944. 

She  also  reports  holding  conferences  with  principals,  teachers,  notice,  SPCC 
workers,  physicians  and  employers;  giving  demonstrations  of  the  audiometer.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Would  Concentrate  on  Singing 
Activities  in  Elementary  Schools 

In  his  first  report,  covering  the  four  months  since  school  opened  in  September, 
George  S.  Chase,  supevisor  of  music,  says  that  although  the  present  day  school 
music  program  is  recognized  as  including  five  phases  or  fields  of  activity  he  feels 
that  the  need  in  the  local  schools  is  to  concentrate  on  the  singing  activities  in  the 
elementary  schools  and  on  the  standardizing  of  teaching  practices  from  grade  to 
grade  and  from  school  to  school.  He  adds  that  with  that  in  mind,  he  has  prepared 
and  distributed  several  outlines  to  teachers  and  have  held  meetings  of  all  teachers 
in  the  city  of  certain  grades.  His  aim  is  to  teach  the  reading  of  music  so  that  the 
consequent  independent  singing  ability  will  lead  to  a greater  appreciation  of  all 
forms  of  music. 

Supervisor  Chase  says  that  Glee  clubs  have  been  formed  in  the  elementary 
schools,  and  are  directed  by  a teacher  of  the  school,  with  the  exception  of  Willett 
school,  where  he  is  directing  the  Glee  club.  He  plans  to  combine  efforts  later  in 
the  year  and  present  an  operetta  at  a public  performance. 

Among  the  activities,  Supervisor  Chase  lists  the  girls’  choir  of  70  voices  in  the 
nigh  school  and  a boys’  chorus  of  55  voices.  Efforts  are  to  be  made  to  increase 
the  high  school  orchestra  and  band,  both  of  which  are  smaller  than  usual  he  says 
and  to  correct  this  situation  Alfred  P.  Zambarano,  band  leader,  has  added  to  his 
duties  the  instructing  of  eighth  grade  students,  which  plan  is  working  out  well. 


Continuation  School  Attendance 
Shows  Improvement 

Norman  S.  Tukey  in  his  annual  report  as  director  of  the  Continuation  and 
Vocational  schools  stresses  the  fact  that  the  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  1,  1943  was  77.96  while  for  the  year  Dec.  1,  1943  to  Dec.  1,  1944,  it 

was  82.  23,  showing  an  increase  of  4.23  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year  the  im- 
provement in  attendance  being  largely  due  to  the  good  record  of  the  Continuation 
pupils  whose  per  cent  of  attendance  for  the  past  four  months  was  89. 

He  adds  that  the  employment  of  14  and  15  year  old  boys  and  girls  in  this  city 
shows  a more  favorable  picture  than  in  the  state  as  a whole,  the  enrollment  on 
Dec.  1,  1944  in  the  Continuation  school  being  35,  a decrease  of  31  pupils  or  47  per 
cent  under  the  enrollment  during  the  year  Dec.  1.  1943  to  Dec.  1,  1944.  During 
the  year  Dec.  1,  1943  to  Dec.  1 , 1944,  84  pupils  left  the  school;  68  of  whom  are  em- 
ployed; three  unemployed;  nine  transferred  to  other  schools;  three  moved  from 
the  state  Sind  one  deceased. 

Of  the  35  pupils  now  enrolled  in  the  Continuation  school,  21  are  boys  and  14 
girls,  distributed  among  14  occupations  including:  retail  store  work,  newspaper 
work,  beverage  industry,  carpenter  work,  dairy,  laundry,  theater  usher,  farm  work, 
poultry  farm,  junk  business,  home  permits,  Sturdy  Memorial  hospital,  kinder- 
garten assistant  and  bakery. 
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Director  Tukey  says  that  while  it  is  evident  that  the  number  of  14-15-year- 
old  boys  and  girls  are  leaving  school  in  an  alarming  manner  in  many  places,  the 
number  in  this  city  has  actually  decreased  by  47  per  cent.  Many  of  these  young 
employes  will  later  be  replaced  by  older  experienced  workers  and  the  returning 
service  men,  and  these  young  people,  who  have  become  accustomed  to  indepen- 
dence which  a good  paying  job  affords,  will  find  adjustment  difficult.  According 
to  the  figures  released,  Attleboro  is  one  city,  he  says,  that  is  meeting  the  problem, 
by  keeping  its  14- 15-year-old  boys  and  girls  in  school. 

The  Vocational  school,  Director  Tukey  says,  was  originally  devised  for  pupils 
not  academically  inclined,  to  enable  them  to  become  homemakers  and  semi  -skilled 
industrial  workers,  to  teach  them  how  to  live  with  others  and  to  be  prepared  (,o  ad- 
just themselves  to  situations  which  they  will  meet  in  their  lives.  These  boys  and 
girls,  he  says,  in  the  14  to  16  year  age  group,  who  would  normally  be  in  the  first  and 
second  years  in  high  school,  have  fallen  below  their  grade  and  become  discouraged, 
and  present  a real  problem. 

‘ It  has  been  recommended  by  the  state  department  of  vocational  education 
that  some  of  the  teachers’  time  be  given  to  surveying  employment  trends  in  order 
to  determine  what  short  units  of  instruction  might  advisedly  be  developed  for  in- 
dustrial jobs  of  a semi-skilled  nature,  Although  this  plan  is  not  possible  at  the 
present  time,  it  is  a goal  which  must  not  be  overlooked  in  the  future,’’  he  asserts 


Favor  Daily  Physical  Education 
Program  in  Schools 

In  his  annual  report  as  director  of  physical  education,  J.  Ray  Cooney  says 
that  the  essential  developmental  contribution  to  organized  effort  for  physical  fit- 
ness is  the  function  of  the  schools,  and  that  the  schools  of  the  city  should  sponsor  a 
daily  physical  education  program  over  the  entire  school  life  of  the  pupils  with  a 
daily  half  hour  peiiocl  definitely  scheduled  and  properly  supervised,  as  physical 
fitness is  developed  only  through  the  daily  use  of  the  body.  The  program  must  be 
a continuous  one  through  the  days  and  through  the  years,  he  says,  but  admits  that 
this  time  allotment  has  not  been  worked  out  satisfactorily  as  yet  and  during  his 
weekly  visits,  the  periods  vary  from  20  to  45  minutes  depending  upon  the  facilities. 

The  big  problem,  he  says,  is  the  daily  follow-up  work  which  has  been  generally 
satisfactory  out-of-doors,  but  a much  more  difficult  problem  indoors  where  rooms 
are  crowded  with  all  sort^  of  obstacles.  Physical  Director  Cooney  says  that  he 
believes  that  a clear  aisle  should  be  kept  entirely  around  every  room  and,  in  his 
opinion,  most  of  the  articles  which  clutter  the  aisle  are  unnecessary  and  should  be 
removed. 

Wherever  possible,  he  says,  he  uses  large  corridors  as  playrooms,  and  the  phy- 
sical education  activities  in  this  city  are  the  same  as  those  used  in  most  of  the  big- 
gest cities,  except  that  the  bigger  cities  have  a larger  teaching  staff  and  better  phy- 
sical facilities. 

The  after  school  athletic  program  in  the  grammar  schools  is  a busy  one  and 
includes  leagues  in  touch  football,  basketball,  baseball  and  track,  he  says.  Hun- 
dreds of  boys  and  a far  lesser  number  of  girls  receive  their  fundamental  training 
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in  these  sports  feeding  material  to  the  high  school  teams  in  a continuous  stream 
from  year  to  year.  Touch  football,  he  says,  is  a poor  substitute  for  the  regular 
game,  according  to  the  opinions  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys,  but  most 
educators  and  parents,  do  not  approve  of  the  game  for  boys  of  this  age. 

Speaking  of  the  high  school  sports.  Director  Cooney  says  that  he  believes  that 
both  freshmen  and  sophomores  should  have  organized  teams  and  that  each  should 
play  a short  schedule.  He  also  believes  that  the  time  has  come  to  eliminate  track 
as  a high  school  varsity  sport. 

Among  the  recommendations,  Director  Cooney  includes  the  following: 

“Every  possible  caution  should  be  taken  to  insure  safety  in  the  performance 
of  physical  activities.  The  condition  of  all  school  playgrounds  should  be  studied 
and  plans  made  for  resurfacing  where  needed.  I would  rate  only  three  play 
grounds  as  anywhere  ne,ar  satisfactory.  They  are  Pleasant  Street.  Finberg  and 
the  boy’s  side  of  Bliss  school. 

“The  playrooms  at  Finberg  and  Lincoln  schools  are  unsafe  for  physical  educa- 
tion purposes  on  account  of  the  tables  and  chairs  used  for  noon  time  lunches. 
May  I suggest  a survey  of  the  problem  as  a safety  measure. 

“I  would  like  to  continue  my  request  for  a board  floor  at  the  Lincoln  playroom 
a better  lighting  system,  and  shower  baths. 

“Physical  Education  in  my  opinion  should  receive  a mark  on  the  report  cards 
as  should  posture. 

“Regarding  the  Willett  auditorium  gym  I believe  that  the  seats  need  to  be 
removed  only  once  a year,  during  the  Thanksgiving  recess,  and  put  back  once  a 
year,  at  the  end  of  March.  This  arrangement  allows  four  months  use  as  a gym- 
nasium and  six  months  as  an  auditorium. 

“Enough  seats  are  left  during  the  gym  season  to  take  care  of  any  ordinary 
classes.” 


Purpose  of  Art  Education 
Outlined  by  Supervisor 

Miss  Myrtice  A.  Perrin,  supervisor  of  Art  Education  in  the  elementary  schools 
of  the  city  lists  the  purpose  of  Art  Education  in  the  public  schools  today  as  being 
to  develop  the  appreciation  of  art  in  relation  to  current  phases  of  living,  to  develop 
skills,  encourage  and  maintain  originality  and  to  apply  these  aims  and  objectives 
to  fitness  of  purpose. 

Outlines  for  teaching  of  Art  Education  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  every 
teacher  in  the  first  six  grades,  and  these  incorporate  and  establish  aims,  methods, 
subject  matter  and  standards  of  achievement  for  illustration,  design,  color,  con- 
struction work  and  a vocabulary  for  the  grade,  she  says.  The  outlines  at  the  pre- 
sent stress  the  importance  of  a child’s  ability  to  express  and  create,  and  to  this  end. 
aim  to  establish  constant  growth  in  the  individual  pupil  rather  than  a series  of 
definite  lessons,  which,  under  ordinary  circumstances  often  hamper  the  develop- 
ment of  varied  experiences  for  the  child,  and  as  a result  of  this  program  of  study, 
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the  supervisor  is  enabled  to  recognize  the  various  needs  of  the  classes  in  relation  to 
the  circumstances.  Heretofore,  she  continues,  the  supervisor  served  in  reality  as 
a special  instructor  teaching  every  scheduled  class  within  a time  limit  which  al- 
lowed only  for  a uniform  illustration  copied  by  the  children  from  her  drawing,  a 
method  which  did  not  allow  for  stimulus  and  development  of  original  thought  on 
the  part  of  the  pupil. 

Miss  Perrin  adds,  in  closing  “I  am  proud  to  be  able  to  say  that  there  is  a great 
deal  of  talent  evident  among  the  pupils  in  our  schools.  However,  it  is  impossible 
for  one  person  to  serve  the  needs  of  all  adequately.  With  the  wide  interest  evi- 
denced in  our  schools  in  Art  Education,  and  realizing  the  closeness  of  art  to  the 
basic  industry  of  our  city,  the  need  of  an  additional  worker  grows  more  apparent. 


Truant  Officer's  Business 
increases;  Has  148  Cases 

James  F.  Forrest,  in  submitting  his  first  annual  report  as  attendance  officer, 
says  that  the  records  of  the  year,  Dec.  1,  1943  to  Dec.  1,  1944,  show  a marked  im- 
provement over  preceding  years. 

Of  a total  of  148  cases  investigated  there  were  three  absent  because  of  no  shoes; 
23  detained  by  parents;  85  due  to  illness;  two  left  school;  seven  cases  taken  to 
court;  22  truants;  one  attending  school  out  of  town,  and  five  for  negligance. 


School  Custodian  Reports  on 
Repairs  to  School  Property 

In  his  first  annual  report  as  building  custodian,  James  F.  Forrest  tabulates 
repairs  made  in  eight  of  the  10  school  buildings:  Bliss,  Farmers,  Finberg.  Lincoln, 
Richardson,  Tiffany,  Washington,  and  Willett  during  the  year  from  Dec.  1,  1943, 
to  Dec.  1,  1944.  Bliss  school  was  the  largest  project  undertaken,  the  stoker 
being  removed  and  sold  and  grates  put  into  the  steam  boiler.  A two-inch  float 
line,  stabilizing  the  water  line,  was  installed  and  two  water  line  feeders  installed, 
one  on  each  boiler.  The  tar  and  gravel  roof  was  renewed  on  the  old  section, 
flashings  and  slate  ro.’f  repaired  where  necessary.  The  joints  of  the  two  brick 
shafts  on  the  roof  were  cleaned  and  repointed.  An  open  jet  on  the  old  building 
was  closed  in,  eliminating  pigeon  nuisance.  Eight  new  toilets  and  two  new  wash 
bowls  were  installed  in  the  girl’s  toilet  room  which  was  painted  white  to  make  it 
sanitary  and  clean,  and  a new  drinking  fountain  was  installed  outside  the  toilet 
room.  Twenty-eight  new  stair  treads  were  put  on  the  front  and  rear  stairs, 
floors  were  patched  where  necessary  and  all  the  exterior  of  the  building  painted 
two  coats.  New  screens  were  put  on  all  basement  windows.  The  interior  wood- 
work was  varnished;  walls  painted  and  all  ceilings  done  with  white  Cover-Kal. 
Windows  in  two  rooms  were  weatherstripped  and  new  sash  cords  put  on  all  win- 
dows in  the  school.  Two  pairs  of  new  doors  were  put  in  the  open-air  room. 
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At  Farmers  school,  the  furnaces  were  cleaned  and  new  smoke  pipes  installed 
New  furnace  parts  are  needed,  but  are  not  being  manufactured.  Seats  in  two 
rooms  were  replaced  with  seats  from  the  Plat  school  and  liffany. 

At  Finberg  school  a leak  in  the  roof  was  repaired,  and  the  ceiling  of  one  room 
was  painted. 

At  Lincoln  school,  the  return  steam  line  was  renewed  from  above  the  floor  and 
the  insides  of  all  return  steam  traps  were  renewed.  Two  water  line  feeders  were 
installed,  one  on  each  boiler.  The  flagpole  was  removed  from  the  roof  and  a new 
one  placed  on  the  ground.  The  gym  floor  was  sealed  with  two  coats  of  floor  seal, 
to  make  it  dustless.  A new  wall  of  pressed  wood  was  put  in  the  hall-way  leading 
to  the  boys’  toilets. 

At  Richardson  school  the  heating  system  was  improved  by  changing  the  return 
traps  to  Barnes  and  Jones.  The  lift  fittings  were  removed  and  a receiving  tank 
added  so  that  all  returns  flow  into  it  by  gravity,  thereby  maintaining  a vacuum  at 
all  times  when  the  plant  is  in  operation.  Each  boiler  was  equipped  with  a water 
line  feeder  to  take  care  of  the  water  in  them.  Sixty  broken  windows  were  replaced 
during  vacation  and  dark  shades  put  in  one  room  for  moving  pictures. 

At  Tiffany  school  new  smoke  pipes  were  installed  and  the  furnaces  cleaned 
and  overhauled.  New  seats  were  put  on  all  toilets  and  a spray  installed  on  the 
urinal.  The  library  was  moved  from  the  portable  to  the  main  building  to  a room 
newly  painted  and  varnished.  The  office  floor  was  sanded  and  refinished.  The 
flagpole  from  the  Lincoln  school  roof  has  been  set  up  on  the  Tiffany  school 
grounds  to  replace  the  old  one  on  the  roof. 

At  Washington  school  new  pipes  were  installed  in  the  basement;  all  old  toilets 
and  tanks  replaced  with  new  toilets,  flushmeters  and  new  seats.  Venetian  blinds 
were  put  on  the  office  windows  and  door.  A new  covering  of  rubberoid  was  put  on 
the  roof  of  the  portable  building  and  a new  sheet  rock  ceiling  put  up  and  painted. 

At  Willett  school  the  exterior  of  the  building  was  given  one  coat  of  paint. 
rl  he  auditorium  floor  was  sanded  and  sealed  and  new  lines  painted  for  basketball. 
Two  coats  of  finishing  were  put  on  to  make  a better  floor.  The  number  one  boiler 
has  been  put  in  working  order  so  that  both  boilers  may  now  be  used.  Two  new 
drinking  fountains  will  be  installed  as  soon  as  available.

There  are  several  requests  by  persons  willing  to  buy  City  owned  buildings 
which  have  been  abandoned,  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  they  will  be  remodeled 
for  living  apartments  if  the  City  will  sell  them. 

I wish  to  thank  all  those  members  of  City  Departments  for  the  many  cour- 
tesies extended  to  me  during  the  year.

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Report  of  Health  Department 


The  report  of  the  Health  Department,  for  the  year  1944  is  herewith  respect- 
fully submitted. 

Education  in  health  is  a modern  municipal  health  department  service. 
Disease  prevention  to  be  successful  must  be  brought  about  through  the  channels 
of  education.  With  this  fact  in  mind,  the  T epartment  conducted  a food  handler’s 
training  course  in  January  and  in  April,  with  a total  attendance  of  well  over  seven 
hundred.  These  courses  are  designed  to  train  the  food  handler  so  that  he  may  be 
a factor  in  preventing  those  who  eat  food  in  his  respective  establishment  from  be- 
coming ill. 

The  annual  diphtheria  prevention  Campaign  was  instituted  by  having  13 
clinic  sessions,  5 in  South  Attleboro  and  8 at  the  city  hall  office.  The  school  de- 
partment rendered  valuable  assistance  by  distributing  our  health  literature  to  all 
of  their  students  in  the  entire  school  system  so  that  our  message  for  diphtheria 
prevention  could  reach  every  home  with  school  children.  It  has  seemed  necessary 
that  the  Health  Department  know  what  percentage  of  the  children  in  the  city  are 
inoculated  to  prevent  diphtheria  so  that  the  department  may  judge  and  do  what 
it  deems  necessary  to  prevent  the  occurence  of  this  disease.  With  this  end  in 
view,  all  children  have  been  visited  after  1 year  of  age  for  the  past  three  years,  and 
a record  kept  whether  these  children  are  immunized  or  not.  Parents  of  those  not 
treated  are  urged  to  have  it  done.  Indications  are  that  many  parents  in  Attleboro 
are  not  fulfilling  their  responsibility.  As  long  as  Attleboro  has  unprotected  in- 
dividuals, children  are  in  danger.  This  disease  is  constantly  circulating  in  any 
community,  and  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  parents  to  have  their  children  im- 
munized against  this  dreaded  disease. 

Our  future  attention  will  be  concerned  with  the  improvement  and  the  ex- 
tension of  essential  environmental  sanitation  projects.  An  educational  rodent 
control  program  will  be  launched  in  the  Spring  so  that  the  public  will  realize  the 
menace  caused  by  rats  and  the  importance  of  their  extermination 

Our  immediate  concern  is  for  the  collection  of  garbage  in  the  entire  city — to 
South  Attleboro,  Hebronville,  Dodgeville  and  Briggs  Corner  sections  of  the  city. 

For  post  war  consideration  the  department  strongly  considers  the  need  for: 

1.  Municipal  collection  of  rubbish. 

2.  Establishment  of  a comfort  station  near  business  center. 

3.  Mosquito  control. 

4.  Permanent  rodent  control. 

5.  Reclaiming  rat  and  mosquito-infested  swampy  land— flood  and  sanitary 
walling  of  the  rivers  in  Attleboro. 

0.  Extension  of  sanitary  sewage  system  to  all  sections  of  the  city. 

The  report  of  the  Bacteriologist  and  Inspector,  the  Health  Nurse,  Dental 
Clinic,  Inspector  of  Animals  and  Slaughtering,  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  tables 
of  vital  statistics  follow.

The  Attleboro  School  Dental  Clinic  has  completed  another  successful  year 
under  the  very  competent  gui  lance  of  Miss  ‘ ranees  Macartney.  She  has  in- 
stituted an  educational  program  in  the  schools  that  is  having  a marked  effect  upon 
the  dental  health  of  the  school  children.  It  is  this  constant  effort  in  the  class 
rooms  that  really  counts  in  any  dental  health  program.  The  sale  of  tooth  brushes 
has  greatly  increased,  showing  a desire  for  mouth  cleanliness. 

The  dental  clinic  is  running  smoothly.  We  have  all  we  can  do  in  caring  for 
the  children  who  aoply  for  treatment  in  the  hrst  four  grades.  Emphasis  is  put 
on  prevention,  filling  small  cavities  in  the  six-year  molars.  The  deciduous  or 
baby  teeth  are  also  filled  to  maintain  space  for  the  permanent  teeth  and  to  keep 
the  mouth  healthy. 
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The  year  has  been  marked  by  pleasant  and  cooperative  relations  with  the 
school  superintendent  and  teachers.  All  seem  to  appreciate  the  necessity  of  den- 
tal care  among  the  children  and  have  been  very  helpful  and  cooperative.
